Medical: College. Dr, Ichihara, Director of 
the Fusan Infectious Diseases Hospital, also 
found leprosy germs.in rats recently.

Dr Shibayama Is’ much 
interested in the matter acd has himself beoo 
conducting investigations. -‘ He calculates that

$3,000,000 to be advanced in’ equal parts 
by» the Powers; - with a. chief’ director 
in ‘the person of the Tungpen Tao, the 
ranking local Chinese official ; with two maung- 
iog directors appointed by the two Govern- 
ments; and with offices at Anlung and at such 
places along the Yalu River as may be required. 
The company Is to carry-on its operations in a 
strip. of territory’ 60 74 wide along that. part of 
the. Yalu between Macerhshan and’ what is 
known as the Twenty-fourth Valley, segr the 
head waters of stream, and‘is to act also as the 
selling agent for all timber felled by Chinese 
either in this region or in the Hun River 
Valley.
